•Washington, ». C.. April 17.— Di- 


rector General McAdoo tonight order- 
ed that Erie and New York state 
barge canal systems be taken over by 
the railroad system and that a fleet 
of barges be constructed immediately 
and operated there under the direc- 
tion of T. A. Tomlinson of Duluth, 
Minn., to relieve freight traffic. 


This is th« first inland waterway 


whose operation the railroad admin- 
istration' has definitely decided upon 
as a. result of the extensive investiga- 
tion made by the committee of inland 
waterways of the railroad administra- 
tion. In a few weeks, however, the 
director general is expected to order 
several other canal systems and 
navigable 
rivers, 
including 
the 


Chesapeake and 
Ohio canal, 
the 


Black -Warrior river in Alabama, and 
several 
Atlantic 
coast waterways, 


used actively by the railroad admin- 
istration to relieve traffic on the rail 
lines. Construction of barges within 
two or three months and their In- 
tensive use in the late summer and 
fall is planned.

either aide were fairly presented, and 
fairly and courteously met. and as a.

The' result showed that they 
took an Intelligent Interest in the 
campaign and fully realized and ac- 
cepted th«ir duties and responsibili- 
ties. No-license*-would doubtless have 
won the day had there been no wo- 
men voters. That it won by such a 
-majority, however, is due to women- 
It is upon them that the burden of 
homes impoverished 
through drink 


and of lives mads unhappy by It 
chieSy Calls, "and it was not to be 
won8ered~ at that when opportunity 
came they should vote "no." 


A final word! There is good rea- 


son to congratulate the city. 
An 


evil which by everybody is recognized 
and which even the supporters of 
license might attempt to palliate, but 
tonld not deny, has been voted out. 
Ko longer will Oneonta be the center 
df supply for a territory more than 
fifty miles in radius. Xo longer will 
motor cars run by men whose in- 
dulgence here has made irresponsible 
endanger the lives of their occupants 
and of others. Xo longer will the 
first "rakeoff" from the pay envelope 
go In many instances over the bar 
and not to the family at home, and 
no longer will this one peril"at least 
to the young of our city be legalized. 
For these things we can be grateful. 
and this without reflection upon those
